SEASON’S  GREETINGS  .  .  . 

I  am  writing  this,  not  in  front  of  the  Yule  fire,  but  en  route  between  London  and 
Hong  Kong.  As  we  said  in  our  last  “Wanted  to  Buy”  advertisement,  we  buy  coins 
“from  the  four  corners  of  the  Earth”  and  I’m  on  my  way  now  to  two  of  those  four 
corners. 

The  larger  part  of  this  Bulletin  is  taken  up  with  coins  offered  for  sale,  but  main¬ 
taining  the  supply  entails  a  perennial  search  for  enough  coins  of  the  right  type  to 
satisfy  demand.  Not  that  we  complain,  for  we  have  a  not  inconsiderable  annual 
turnover  of  stock  and  collectors  the  world  over  know  that  Seaby’s,  with  their  inter¬ 
national  clientele,  provide  a  ready  market  for  any  good  numismatic  material.  A 
quick  tot  up  of  the  number  of  miles  that  I  and  various  members  of  the  staff  have 
travelled  in  the  last  year  adds  up  to  the  impressive  number  of  approximately  70,000 
and  before  I  return  home  for  Xmas  I  will  probably  have  added  another  25,000  or  so 
to  that  figure.

Cutting  a  6  over  a  5 
may  be  all  very  well  in  the  interests  of  economy,  but  when  it  comes  to  allowing  faulty 
coins  to  escape  after  the  die  has  cracked,  I  draw  the  line.  Then,  into  the  bargain,  you 
go  and  blunder  the  legend  in  the  very  next  issue,  and  let  that  into  circulation  as  well. 
What  a  mess!” 

“A  chapter  of  accidents,  you  might  call  it,  Sir  Isaac”,  replied  the  shamefaced  die 
cutter.  “  ‘One  accident  begets  another’,  to  coin  a  phrase  .  .  .”  Newton’s  stony  glare 
reduced  him  to  silence. 

“But  what  has  all  this  got  to  do  with  your  stupid  ‘gei  gratia’  ?”  sighed 
Newton  with  Infinite  Patience,  determined  not  to  forget  the  cause  of  all  the  bother 
in  the  general  confusion  of  the  moment. 

“You  will  notice  that  the  striking  between  the  T  o’clock’  and  ‘2  o’clock’  positions 
on  the  obverse  is  weak”,  explained  the  die  cutter,  pointing  out  an  even  further  defect. 

“You  have  probably  been  jingling  the  crown  with  other  coins  in  your  pocket,  and 
it  has  worn!”  snapped  Newton  testily. 

“Oh,  no,  Sir !”  retorted  the  injured  die  cutter.  “If  you  look  at  the  coin  again,  you 
will  see  that  the  legend  is  just  as  weak  in  the  selfsame  position  on  the  reverse.  This 
phenomenon  would  hardly  have  occurred  as  a  result  of  wear.  In  point  of  fact,  it  seems 
that  the  upper  and  lower  dies  were  set  sloping  very  slightly  inwards  towards  the 
‘7  o’clock’  position,  thus  placing  excessive  pressure  on  the  base  of  the  bust.  That  is 
why  the  die  cracked  where  it  did.  For  the  same  reason,  there  was  a  correspondingly 
weak  pressure  between  the  T  o’clock’  and  ‘2  o’clock’  positions  up  above — just  where 
the  ‘dei  gratia’  appears”. 

“I  can  follow  that.  But  how  did  the  mistake  in  the  legend  occur  when  you  cut  the 
new  die  ?”  Newton’s  failure  to  elicit  a  Straight  Answer  to  his  apparently  Simple 
Question  irritated  him  Beyond  Measure. 

“You  will  notice,  Sir,  that  the  upper  part  of  the  perpendicular  stroke  in  the  letter 
D  is  so  weakly  struck  that  it  looks  like  a  retrograde  g”. 

“Take  up  my  quill  and  show  me  what  you  mean”,  said  Newton. 

Picking  up  the  pen,  the  die  cutter  wrote:  d  Newton  scrutinised  the  coin  once 
more  through  his  glass  and  compared  it  with  the  drawing. 

“Eureka!”  exclaimed  Newton,7  finally  enlightened.  “The  apparently  retrograde 
G  on  the  coin  became  an  actual  g  when  observed  on  the  die,  and  you  copied  it  as  such 
when  preparing  the  new  one”.

“Not  half  as  sorry  as  I  am”,  growled  Newton  ungraciously.  Then,  reflecting  a 
moment,  he  handed  the  two  offending  crowns  to  the  die  cutter.  “You  know  what 
you  can  do  with  these”,  he  added  darkly. 

“Yes,  Sir”,  replied  the  die  cutter.  “I  will  have  them  broken  up  immediately”. 

This  would  have  been  a  Good  Thing,  but  unfortunately  some  specimens  Got 
Away — and  hence  my  own  Blundered  Legend.

THE  MEDITERRANEAN  WAR  MEDAL. 

By  Oliver  D.  Cresswell. 

This  medal  was  announced  in  Army  Order  32,  of  February  1902  which  was 
actually  issued  as  a  Special  Army  Order,  dated  15th  January  1902.  In  full  the  Order 
stated : — 

Medal  for  Militia  units  serving  at  Gibraltar,  Malta,  and  in  Egypt. 

1.  His  Majesty  the  King  has  been  graciously  pleased  to  approve  the  grant  of  a 
medal  to  the  Militia  units  who  volunteered  for  service  abroad  during  the 
South  African  war,  and  whose  services  were  accepted.  The  medal,  in  silver, 
will,  provided  the  claims  are  approved  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  be 
issued  to  all  officers,  warrant  officers,  non-commissioned  officers  and  men 
of  the  Militia,  including  the  permanent  staff,  who  served  on  garrison  duty 
with  these  units  at  Gibraltar,  Malta,  or  in  Egypt  between  the  11th  October, 
1899,  and  a  date  to  be  hereafter  fixed. 

2.  The  ribbon  to  be  worn  with  this  medal  will  be  the  same  as  that  approved 
for  the  South  African  medal. 

This  rather  brief  announcement,  which  was  never  amplified,  leaves  the  terminal 
date  unfixed,  but  this  would  seem  to  have  been  the  30th  June,  1902,  the  date  of  the 
conclusion  of  the  war.  No  description  of  the  medal  was  announced  either  and  the 
medal  as  issued,  as  well  as  bearing  the  same  ribbon  as  the  Queen’s  South  Africa  War 
Medal  resembles  this  medal  in  design. 

Obverse  Old  head  of  Queen  Victoria  to  the  left,  veiled  and  wearing  a  small  coronet. 
Legend:  victoria  regina  et  imperatrix. 

Reverse  Britannia,  a  standard  leaning  against  her  left  arm,  holds  out  a  victor’s 
wreath  to  a  party  of  seamen  and  soldiers.  In  the  foreground  are  weapons 
while  the  background  to  the  left  is  occupied  by  two  war  ships.  Above  the 
outstretched  wreath  appears  the  word  mediterranean. 
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Ribbon  As  stated  in  the  Army  Order  the  ribbon  is  the  same  as  that  worn  on  the 
Queen’s  South  African  War  Medal,  namely  a  broad  orange  stripe  flanked 
by  narrow  blue  and  broad  red  stripes.  These  are  in  fact  the  colours  of  the 
Transvaal  Republic  and  so  it  is  difficult  to  see  the  connection  with  a  medal 
for  men  who  served  in  the  Mediterranean  area.  As  a  point  of  interest  it  may 
mentioned  that  the  colours  of  the  ribbon  of  the  King’s  South  African  War 
Medal  when  that  was  issued  were  those  of  the  Orange  River  Republic. 

Enquiries  from  the  War  Office  Librarian  (Central  and  Army)  produced  the 
following  table  of  stations  and  dates  of  service  for  the  Militia  battalions  of  these  eight 
regiments.  It  will  be  noticed  that  only  one  Militia  Battalion,  that  of  the  Seaforth 
Highlanders,  actually  served  in  Egypt  and  that  the  dates  of  service  of  the  Militia 
Battalion  of  the  Royal  Fusiliers  includes  1898,  before  the  first  date  mentioned  in  the 
Army  Order.

Attached  to  some  of  these  battalions  were  officers  from  other  regiments  and  they 
would  appear  to  be  entitled  to  the  medal.  Two  officers  of  the  Connaught  Rangers 
were  attached  to  the  King’s  Own  Yorkshire  Light  Infantry  and  their  names  appear 
on  the  medal  roll,  while  an  officer  of  the  3rd  Battalion  of  the  Royal  Munster  Fusiliers 
served  with  the  same  regiment  in  Malta  and  received  the  medal.  An  officer  of  the 
Royal  Irish  Regiment  Militia  also  served  with  the  Royal  Munster  Fusiliers  but  his 
name  does  not  figure  on  the  medal  roll. 

While  the  wording  of  the  Army  Order  would  seem  to  preclude  the  award  of  a 
medal  except  where  the  officer  had  actually  served  with  one  of  the  eight  regiments 
listed  above,  a  large  number  of  officers  of  the  Militia  served  in  Malta  or  Gibraltar 
attached  to  the  Royal  Garrison  Regiment,  and  if  they  did  not  receive  the  medal  must 
have  had  cause  to  feel  grievance.  It  is  difficult  to  determine  whether  or  not  they 
received  the  medal  as  it  is  not  shown  in  the  Army  List  either  under  Active  Service 
or  by  means  of  crossed  swords  at  the  officei’s  name  in  the  Graduation  List.  Forty-  ^ 
seven  officers  from  twenty-two  regiments  served  with  the  Royal  Garrison  Regiment 
as  listed  below:

The  Mediterranean  Medal  is  but  little  regarded  by  collectors  as  it  lacks  the 
glamour  of  battle  clasps  and  yet  with  a  total  issue  of  less  than  five  thousand  its  scarcity 
alone  makes  it  a  desirable  item  in  a  collection.  The  medal  does  not  often  come  for 
sale  and  to  complete  a  set  of  the  eight  regiments  entitled  to  it  would  take  some 
patience.  The  medal  is  usually  found  as  a  singleton,  indeed  I  can  only  remember 
seeing  it  as  part  of  a  group  on  three  occasions  .  .  .  with  the  C.M.G.  to  the  officer 
commanding  the  5th  Bn.  Royal  Munster  Fusiliers,  with  the  India  -General  Service 
Medal  with  the  two  bars  Burma  1885-87  and  Burma  1887-89  to  a  member  of  the 
permanent  staff  of  the  same  regiment,  and  with  the  1914-15  trio  to  an  officer.  Gordon 
mentions  it  in  pair  with  the  Queen’s  South  Africa  War  Medal  and  another  pairing 
which  should  on  the  face  of  it  be  common  is  with  either  the  Militia  Long  Service  and 
Good  Conduct  Medal  or  the  Special  Reserve  Long  Service  and  Good  Conduct  Medal. 
While  most  of  their  time  was  spent  in  regattas  or  various  kinds  of  games  they  did  help 
to  play  a  part  in  the  war  in  South  Africa  by  releasing  a  brigade  of  trained  troops  for 
service  at  the  front  and  so  their  games  are  commemorated  by  this  rather  strange  medal

THE  EDICT  OF  MARIUS  GR ATIDIANU S  AND  THE 

COINAGE  OF  THE  MARIANS. 

By  P.  J.  Goddard. 

I.  The  Edict 

(a)  Nec  noster  quidem  Gratidianus  officio  viri  boni  functus  est  turn  cum  praetor  esset 
collegiumque  praetorium  tribuni  plebi  adhibuissent  ut  res  nummaria  de  communi  sententia 
constitueretur ;  iactabatur  enimi  temporibus  illis  nummus  sic ,  ut  nemo  posset  scire  quid 
haberet.  Conscripserunt  communiter  edictum  cum  poena  atque  iudicio  constitueruntque  ut 
omnes  simul  hi  rostra  post  meridiem  escenderent.  Et  ceteri  quidem  alius  alio:  Marius  ah 
subsellis  in  rostra  post  meridiem  recta  idque  quod  communiter  compositum  fuerat  solus 
edixit.  Et  ea  res ,  si  quaeris ,  ei  magno  honorifuit ,  omnibus  vicis  statuae ,  ad  eas  tus ,  cerei; 
quid  multa?  Nemo  umquam  muititudini  fuit  carior. 

(Cicero,  de  Off.  in  20.80) 

Even  my  own  relative  Gratidianus  did  not  act  like  an  honourable  man  at  the  time 
when  he  was  praetor  and  the  tribunes  had  associated  the  praetorian  college  in  a  joint 
decree  concerning  the  monetary  standard.  Money  was  undergoing  such  fluctuations 
at  that  time  that  no  one  knew  for  sure  how  much  he  w?as  worth.  They  drafted  a  joint 
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edict,  with  a  penalty  clause  and  provisions  for  the  prosecution  of  offenders  and  decided 
that  they  would  all  go  up  to  the  rostrum  together  that  afternoon  to  announce  it. 
Thereupon  the  others  went  their  separate  ways,  but  Marius  straightaway  ascended 
the  rostrum  from  the  benches  below  and  announced  the  edict,  which  had  been 
drafted  jointly,  on  his  own,  an  action  which,  for  your  information,  won  him  great 
popularity.  Statues  were  erected  to  him  in  every  street,  and  incense  and  wax  votive 
offerings  left  beside  them.  To  sum  it  all  up,  there  never  was  a  man  who  enjoyed  so 
much  favour  with  the  people. 

(b)  Miscuit  denario  triumvir  Antonins  ferrum,  miscent  aera  falsae  monetae ,  alii  et 
ponderi  subtrahunt ,  cum  sit  iustum  LXXXIIII  e  libris  signari.  Igitur  ars  facta  denarios 
probare ,  tarn  iucunda  plebei  lege ,  ut  Mario  Gratidiano  vicatim  tota  statuas  dicaverit. 
Mirumque  in  hac  artiutn  sola  vitia  discuntur  et  falsi  denarii  spectatur  exemplar  pluri- 
bnsque  veris  denariis  adulterius  emitur. 

(Pliny,  Nat.  Hist,  xxxiii  9.132) 

Antony  when  triumvir  debased  the  denarius  by  the  addition  of  iron  and  forgers 
alloy  the  silver  with  copper;  there  are  others  too  who  reduce  the  weight  of  the  coins, 
although  it  is  correct  to  strike  84  denarii  from  each  pound  of  silver.  And  so  a  method 
was  established  for  testing  the  denarius,  by  that  law  of  Marius  Gratidianus  which 
was  so  popular  that  in  every  quarter  of  the  city  statues  were  set  up  in  his  honour  by 
unanimous  decree.  And  it  is  an  extraordinary  fact  that  in  this  alone  of  all  the  arts 
forgery  is  carefully  studied;  a  specimen  of  a  false  coin  is  the  subject  of  close  scrutiny 
and  a  debased  coin  fetched  more  than  the  genuine  article. 

(c)  Livius  Drusus  in  tribunatu  plebei  octavam  partem  aeris  argento  miscuit. 

(id.  ib.  3.  46) 

In  the  course  of  his  tribunate  Livius  Drusus  alloyed  the  silver  with  an  eighth  part 
of  bronze.1 

In  the  first  part  of  this  paper  I  wish  to  examine  what  light  can  be  thrown  by  the 
literary  sources  quoted  above  of  the  issue  during  the  Roman  Republic  of  plated 
denarii,  and  in  particular  to  consider  the  problem  of  what  Gratidianus’  edict  was 
actually  about. 

Of  the  three  passages  quoted  the  one  from  Cicero’s  de  Officiis  is  to  my  mind  the 
most  valuable;  not  only  was  he  present  in  Rome,  perhaps  even  in  the  Forum,  when 
Gratidianus’  edict  was  issued,  but  he  was  a  distant  relative  of  the  man  and  quite 
possibly  on  familiar  terms  with  him.  Unfortunately  however  he  was  much  more 
interested  in  Gratidianus’  ruse  and  the  extraordinary  popularity  it  won  him  than  in 
the  specific  provisions  of  the  edict.  All  that  he  records  of  this  is  that  it  was  intended 
in  some  way  to  stabilise  the  currency,  and  that  it  provided  for  penalties  against 
offenders  and  for  their  prosecution,  but  against  what  sort  of  offence  it  was  directed 
he  does  not  tell  us. 

At  first  sight  Pliny  seems  to  be  more  helpful.  He  tells  us  that  the  edict  established 
some  means  for  testing  the  quality  of  the  coinage,  and  this  has  been  generally  inter¬ 
preted  in  one  of  two  ways,  either  that  the  coins  should  be  stamped  in  some  way  to 
detect  the  presence  of  a  bronze  core  beneath  the  silver  coat,  or  that  the  coins  should 
be  serrated  to  demonstrate  that  they  were  solid  silver  all  the  way  through.  Both  these 
interpretations  are  open  to  serious  objection,  the  first  because  no  such  stamp  has  been 
found  on  any  surviving  coin,  the  second  because,  vague  though  Pliny’s  language  is, 
it  is  difficult  to  extract  any  such  meaning  from  it,  and  also  because  serration  is  any¬ 
thing  but  an  effective  means  of  detecting  plating — there  are  many  examples  of  plated 
serrati.  I  do  not  think  the  last  objection  is  fatal  since  the  fact  that  serration  did  not 
stop  forgery  is  not  a  good  reason  for  supposing  that  it  was  not  intended  to  do  so. 
Much  more  serious  is  the  fact  that  serrati  were  not  struck  in  Rome  at  all  but  only  at 
an  Italian  provincial  mint  and  then  only  towards  the  end  of  the  Marian  regime. 
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There  are  two  points  about  this  passage  from  Piiny  which  should  be  noted.  The 
first  is  that  the  manuscripts  are  corrupt  (the  correct  reading  of  the  first  sentence  in 
particular  is  quite  uncertain).  The  second  is  the  author’s  own  confusion  of  thought, 
so  much  so  that  he  appears  to  connect  Gratidianus’  edict  with  the  debasement  of  the 
coinage  by  Antony !  I  think  that  the  vague  terms  in  which  he  refers  to  the  edict  (ars 
facta  denarios  probare)  are  deliberate ;  it  is  unlikely  that  he  knew  its  contents  and  he 
appears  to  be  guessing  at  them,  and  guessing  wrongly.  Both  the  first  and  the  last 
sentence  (so  far  as  it  is  possible  to  reconstruct  the  meaning  of  the  first)  relate  to 
debasement  and  not  to  plating,  and  it  is  difficult  to  suppose  such  a  double  change  of 
meaning  as  would  be  necessary  if  the  second  sentence  refers  to  plating.  What  in  fact 
Pliny  seems  to  be  saying  is  that  Gratidianus  established  a  method  of  assaying  the 
metal  to  detect  any  base  metal  mixed  with  the  silver  before  striking.  This  is  an 
anachronism,  and  in  my  opinion  the  value  of  this  particular  passage  as  historical 
evidence  is  virtually  nil. 

All  that  we  know  for  sure,  therefore,  of  the  contents  of  Gratidianus’  edict  is  that 
it  prescribed  a  penalty  for  a  certain  type  of  conduct,  made  provision  for  the  prosecu¬ 
tion  and  punishment  of  offenders  and  won  its  author  a  quite  extraordinary  popularity. 
It  is  this  last  feature  alone  w'hich  provides  any  sort  of  clue  to  the  type  of  conduct  at 
which  it  was  aimed.  An  edict  which  simply  increased  the  penalties  for  ordinary 
forgery  and  brought  into  operation  machinery  for  bringing  forgers  to  book  might 
have  been  necessary  but  is  hardly  likely  to  have  caused  such  general  excitement.  On 
the  other  hand  if  it  was  directed  against  the  issue,  by  the  official  moneyers,  of  plated 
coins,  it  is  easy  to  understand  why  it  was  received  with  such  enthusiasm.  It  is  impor¬ 
tant  to  remember  that  we  have  not  yet  reached  the  period  when  anything  issued  by 
the  government  is  acceptable  as  a  medium  of  exchange.  The  official  stamp  placed  by 
the  moneyers  on  the  silver  coin  was  intended  as  an  official  guarantee  that  the  metal 
was  of  a  certain  weight  and  standard.  The  whole  purpose  of  stamping  a  bronze  flan 
covered  by  a  thin  envelope  of  silver  is  deceit;  plated  coins  are  expected  to  be 
accepted  as  the  genuine  article  in  ignorance  of  their  real  nature.  It  would  be 
impossible  to  pass  on  a  coin  once  its  baseness  was  obvious.  The  issue  of  plated  coins 
by  the  official  mints  would  therefore  amount  to  a  calculated  fraud  by  the  government 
upon  the  people.  And  the  government  meant  in  fact  the  ruling  clique  of  nobles,  from  the 
younger  members  of  which  the  moneyers  were  almost  exclusively  appointed.  If  the 
nobles  had  been  systematically  defrauding  the  people  in  this  way  any  proposal 
designed  to  put  a  stop  to  a  practice  which  must  have  caused  widespread  bitterness 
and  resentment  would  have  received  a  tremendous  reception,  the  kind  of  reception 
that  the  edict  actually  received. 

That  the  Marians  went  to  extreme  lengths  in  an  effort  to  preserve  the  standard 
of  the  coinage  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  in  82  b.c.  the  Senate  resolved  that  the  votive 
offerings  in  the  temples  should  be  melted  down  for  coining.  - 

Gratidianus’  edict,  if  I  am  right  about  its  intention,  was  a  failure.  There  are 
plated  coins  of  all  the  Marian  moneyers.  Although  so  far  no  die  identities  have  been 
discovered  with  the  true  silver  coins,  the  style  and  workmanship  of  the  plated  coins 
is  in  no  way  inferior  to  those  of  the  silver  coins  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  they  were 
struck  at  the  official  mints.  It  seems  therefore  either  that  the  moneyers  as  the  result 
of  economic  stringency  or  for  personal  profit  continued  to  issue  plated  money  as 
before,  or  that  they  were  unable  to  exercise  sufficient  control  over  their  workmen  to 
prevent  their  doing  so. 

Pliny’s  remarks  about  the  monetary  law  of  Livius  Drusus  have  also  been  inter¬ 
preted  as  referring  to  the  issue  of  plated  money.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  law 
provided  for  the  issue  of  plated  coins  up  to  one  in  every  eight  issued.  The  words, 
however,  simply  do  not  mean  this ;  moreover,  plated  coins  were  issued  in  abundance 
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before  Drusus’  tribunate.3  I  think  that  what  Drusus’  may  have  been  proposing  was  a 
compromise,  which  would  certainly  suit  what  we  know  of  his  character  and  the  rest 
of  his  legislation.  He  may  have  suggested  that  the  issue  of  plated  coins  should  cease, 
and  in  return  for  this  the  people  should  agree  that  the  standard  of  the  silver  coinage 
be  reduced  by  the  addition  of  an  eighth  part  of  base  metal.  All  of  Drusus’  legislation 
was  invalidated  after  his  assassination  and  of  course  the  issue  of  plated  coins  con¬ 
tinued  unabated,  till  the  Marians  unsuccessfully  attempted  a  more  radical  solution. 

II.  The  Marian  Coinage 

Coins  are  known  to  have  been  issued  during  the  course  of  the  Marian  regime  by 
the  following  individuals. : 

L.  and  C.  Memmius  L.f.  Caleria 
C.  Marcius  Censorinus 

Gargilius  (or  Gargonius),  Ogulnius  and  Vergilius  (jointly) 

Mn.  Fonteius  C.f. 

L.  Julius  Bursio 

C.  Licinius  C.f.  Macer 

C.  Cassius  and  L.  Livius  Salinator  (jointly) 

L.  Marcius  Censorinus,  P.  Crepusius,  and  C.  Mamilius  Limetanus  (jointly  and 
individually) 

C.  Norbanus 

L.  (Volteius  ?)  L.f.  Strabo 
C.  Marius  C.f.  Capito 

A.  Postumius  A.f.  S.n.  Albinus 
Q.  Antonius  Balbus  (as  praetor) 

M.  Fannius  and  L.  Critonius  (as  plebeian  aediles) 

P.  Furius  Crassipes  (as  curule  aedile) 

Many  of  these  moneyers  are  known  to  us  from  history  and  I  give  below  some 
notes  on  several  of  the  individuals  concerned. 

1.  C.  Marcius  Censorinus  commanded  a  troop  of  horse  during  the  assault  on 
Rome  in  87  B.c.  and  murdered  the  consul  Octavius.  He  led  a  force  which  attempted 
to  relieve  the  consul  C.  Marius  after  Sulla  had  blockaded  him  in  Praeneste  in  82.  He 
was  captured  by  Sulla’s  troops  on  the  day  after  the  battle  at  the  Colline  Gate,  which 
took  place  in  November  of  the  same  year,  and  put  to  death.4 

2.  A  M.  Vergilius  was  tribune  in  the  year  87.  With  Censorinus  and  Cinna  he 
had  attempted  to  prosecute  Sulla  after  the  latter’s  praetorship.6 

3.  L.  Livius  Salinator  served  under  Sertorius,  by  whom  he  was  detailed  to  hold 
the  Pyrenees  against  Sulla’s  general  Annius.  He  was  assassinated  by  one  of  his  own 
men.6 

4.  C.  Norbanus  was  probably  the  son  of  the  consul  of  the  year  83.  He  was 
himself  consul  in  38.  His  coinage  is  misdated  by  Sydenham  to  c.  80  b.c.  It  cannot, 
of  course,  be  later  than  the  victory  of  Sulla. 

3.  L.  Licinius  Macer  may  be  the  same  person  as  the  tribune  of  73  b.c.  who 
tried  to  get  the  powers  of  the  tribunate,  curtailed  by  Sulla,  restored.7 

6.  Nothing  is  known  of  C.  Marius  Capito,  but  Capito  is  a  cognomen  of  the  gens 
Fonteia,  and  this  moneyer  may  have  been  a  member  of  that  family  who  had  been 
adopted  into  the  family  of  Marius,  retaining  according  to  Roman  custom  his  original 
cognomen.  In  this  case  he  may  have  been  related  to  Mn.  Fonteius,  and  to  M.  Fon¬ 
teius  who  is  known  from  Cicero’s  speech  in  his  defence  to  have  held  office  as  triumvir 
(though  in  what  capacity  is  unknown)  and  as  quaestor  in  this  period,  and  to  have  been 
serving  as  a  legate  in  Spain  at  the  time  of  Sulla’s  return.8 
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7.  The  patronymic  of  A.  Postumius  Albinus  suggests  that  he  was  the  son  of 
the  Albinus  who  struck  coins  c.  91  b.c.9  His  grandfather  was  probably  the  consul  of 
110.  This  man’s  brother  was  consul  in  99  and  opposed  the  recall  of  Metellus  Numi- 
dicus  who  had  been  exiled  as  the  result  of  his  opposition  to  Marius.  He  was  murdered 
by  his  own  troops  in  89;  Sulla  refused  to  punish  those  responsible.10 

8.  Q.  Antonius  Balbus  was  praetor  in  82  and  governor  of  Sardinia.  Sulla  sent  a 
force  against  him  under  the  command  of  L.  Marcius  Phillipus,  by  whom  he  was 
defeated  and  killed.11 

The  main  hoards  covering  this  period  are  as  follows : 

(a)  Cingoli .  This  hoard  contained  approximately  1000  coins.  The  latest  are  those  of 
L.  and  C.  Memmius  Galeria  (one  example)  and  C.  Marcius  Censorinus  (5  examples). 
Since  the  coins  of  those  moneyers  who  held  office  immediately  before  the  victory  of 
Marius  are  very  plentiful,  it  seems  likely  that  the  hoard  was  buried  very  shortly  after 
this  event. 

(b)  Berchidda.  This  Sardinian  hoard,  which  contained  1400  coins,  is  critical  for  the 
dating  of  the  Marian  moneyers.  It  contains  coins  of  all  of  them  with  the  exception 
of  C.  Marius  Capito,  L.  Volteius  Strabo,  and  of  A.  Postumius  Albinus.  There  are 
coins  of  Q.  Antonius  Balbus,  who  as  we  have  seen  held  office  in  82,  but  none  of  Sulla 
or  of  any  of  his  followers.  Its  burial  must  therefore  have  occurred  in  connection  with 
the  invasion  of  the  island  by  L.  Marcius  Philippus,  and  can  therefore  be  firmly  dated 
to  late  spring  or  early  summer  of  82  (Sydenham’s  date,  80,  is  much  too  late).

MORE  THOUGHTS  ON  THE  WINCHESTER  MINT 

UNDER  WILLIAM  II. 

By  Michael  Dolley,  M.R.I.A. 

In  a  recently  published  note  on  pp.  372  and  373  of  the  November  1968  number 
of  Seaby's  Coin  &  Medal  Bulletin ,  Mr.  R.  Seaman  attempts  to  demonstrate: 

(a)  “that  only  six  moneyers  were  operating  [at  Winchester  and  at  any  one  time] 
during  the  reigns  of  William  I  and  William  II.” 

{b)  “that  the  moneyer  Lifinc,  who  could  have  been  assumed  to  be  two  different 
men  of  the  same  name,  was  in  fact  one  person  who  served  at  Winchester  for  over 
thirty  years.” 

The  suggestion  that  the  “college”  of  Winchester  moneyers  numbered  six  is  not 
a  new  one,  and  the  case  was  re-argued  in  fact  on  p.  13  of  the  present  writer’s  1966 
monograph.  The  Norman  Conquest  and  the  English  Coinage.  It  was  further  suggested 
there  that  the  reduction  to  six  took  place  early  in  the  1050s  as  part  of  a  general 
reform  of  the  coinage  which  imposed  very  much  lower  ceilings  on  the  quotas  of 
moneyers  at  the  major  mints  generally.  A  historian,  too,  must  question  Mr.  Seaman’s 
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assertion  that  “under  the  law  of  Aethelstan,  Winchester  was  alloted  [szc]  8  sets  of 
dies”.  The  reference  is  presumably  to  the  Greatley  or  Grateley  decree,  but  in  point 
of  fact  this  gave  Winchester  six  not  eight  moneyers,  and  did  not  mention  dies  let 
alone  sets  of  dies. 

The  intention  of  the  present  note  is  to  suggest  that  Mr.  Seaman  is  skating  on 
pretty  thin  ice  with  his  implication  that  Lifinc  struck  in  BMC  types  I,  II  and  III 
of  William  II.  Indeed,  if  he  is  right,  the  theory  of  a  “college”  of  six  moneyers  can 
be  sustained  only  by  accepting  that  in  the  course  of  BMC  type  I,  one  moneyer 
dropped  out  and  was  replaced  by  another.  We  shall  see,  too,  that  it  would  need  only 
the  discovery  of  one  coin  of  BMC  type  II  by  a  particular  moneyer  already  known 
in  BMC  type  I  to  strain  coincidence  too  far  to  retain  the  substance  of  credibility. 
To  begin  with,  we  may  set  out  in  tabular  form  the  pattern  of  moneyers  and  types 
at  Winchester  in  the  period  c.  1085  to  c.  1095  as  it  was  known  to  G.  C.  Brooke  in  1916.

The  symbol  @  denotes  a  coin  then  in  the  British  Museum,  +  a  coin  in  another 
collection  of  which  a  cast  at  least  had  been  seen  by  Brooke,  and  +  ?  a  coin  known 
to  Brooke  only  from  the  literature  but  which  he  had  satisfied  himself  was  likely  to 
exist.  In  the  table  that  follows  all  three  symbols  are  replaced  by  a  single  symbol  x , 
and  also  included  are  a  BMC  type  I  penny  of  the  moneyer  Wimund  in  a  Swedish 
hoard  which  was  not  known  to  Brooke,  a  BMC  type  II  penny  of  the  same  moneyer 
and  with  the  same  provenance  which  vindicates  Brooke’s  belief  that  such  a  coin 
existed,  and  the  BMC  type  IV  penny  of  Lifinc  in  Mr.  Seaman’s  collection  which 
prompted  his  recent  note.  The  symbol  x  indicates  the  coins  which  Mr.  Seaman’s 
note  implies  will  one  day  be  found  to  exist.

Faced  with  the  existence  of  eight  moneyers  in  BMC  type  VIII  of  William  I, 
Mr.  Seaman  has  argued  that  “the  two  additional  names  .  .  .  may  be  the  result  of  a 
change  during  the  currency  of  the  type”.  One  of  the  moneyers  who  dropped  out  is  in 
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fact  clearly  identifiable,  but  from  the  following  table  it  should  emerge  that  the 
identity  of  the  second  is  far  from  obvious.  The  table  is  based  solely  on  the  coins 
recorded  on  pp.  198-211  of  Volume  IT  of  Brooke’s  Norman  Kings.

Also  to  be  noted  is  the  fact  that  both  Brunic’s  obverse  dies  were  used  by  ALstan 
who  also  shared  one  die  with  Liafwold  and  one  with  Spraeclinc.  Liafwold  for  his 
part  shared  four  obverse  dies  with  Godwine.  Three  of  the  moneyers  are  also  known 
in  BMC  type  VII  of  William  I  and  in  BMC  type  I  of  William  II,  Alstan,  Godwine 
and  Liafwold,  while  Spraeclinc  and  Wimund  go  on  to  strike  in  the  following  type. 
Thus  the  “drop-outs”  are  potentially  no  more  than  three,  Brunic,  Lifinc  and  Siword, 
and  Mr.  Seaman  has  claimed  that  Lifinc  is  not  of  their  number.  This  leaves  us  with 
Brunic  and  Siword.  That  Brunic  is  one  of  the  “drop-outs”  cannot  well  be  disputed — 
he  is  the  rarest  of  the  Winchester  moneyers  in  this  type,  and  both  his  obverse  dies 
were  used  by  a  colleague.  Can  it  be  said,  though,  that  the  case  for  Siword  being  the 
second  of  the  “drop-outs”  is  any  stronger  than  that  for  Lifinc  ?  The  totals  for  each 
moneyer  given  by  Mr.  Thompson  for  the  Beauworth  hoard  are  not  uninstructive  in 
this  context:

That  Brunic  disappears  cannot  well  be  disputed,  but  again  there  seems  no  good 
reason  for  preferring  Lifinc  to  Siword  as  a  survivor,  and  the  most  natural  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  the  whole  of  the  evidence  would  be  that  both  moneyers  ceased  striking 
fairly  early  in  the  duration  of  the  type.  One  would  also  like  to  suggest  that  the  most 
likely  explanation  of  Liafwold’s  quite  discrepant  output  is  that  for  some  reason  he 
was  allowed  to  assume  responsibility  for  Brunic’s  share  of  production  in  addition  to 
his  own.  On  this  telling  Brunic  is  not  replaced,  but  Spraeclinc  and  Wimund  are  the 
successors  to  Lifinc  and  Siword,  the  Winchester  mint  completing  the  striking  of 
BMC  type  VIII  with  no  more  than  five  moneyers  actually  functioning. 

For  the  moment,  though,  let  us  suppose  that  Mr.  Seaman  is  right  in  his  suggestion 
that  coins  of  Lifinc  of  BMC  types  I,  II  and  III  of  William  II  only  await  discovery. 
The  pattern  confronting  us  would  then  be  as  follows :

All-critical  is  the  position  in  BMC  type  I  of  William  II  where  everything  hangs  on 
Liafwold  giving  way  to  Edwine.  It  would  need  only  one  coin  of  BMC  type  II  of 
Liafwold  to  come  to  light  for  the  whole  of  Mr.  Seaman’s  ingeniously  contrived 
edifice  to  come  crashing  to  the  ground.  One  would  then  be  faced  with  six  moneyers, 
Aistan,  God  wine,  Liafwold,  Lifinc,  Spra^clinc  and  Wimund,  striking  in  three 
consecutive  issues,  and  on  the  theory  of  six-moneyer  collegiality  there  would  be  no 
room  for  Edwine. 

What  in  fact  this  note  is  arguing  is  that  it  is  more  likely  that  a  coin  of  Liafwold 
will  be  found  in  BMC  type  II  of  William  II  than  that  coins  of  Lifinc  will  turn  up 
in  BMC  types  I,  II  and  III.  Regretfully,  too,  one  must  point  to  another  flaw  in 
Mr.  Seaman’s  argumentation.  Presumably  basing  himself  on  the  tables  on  pp. 
ccxlviii  and  ccxlix  of  Norman  Kings ,  he  claims  that  five  moneyers  are  known  in 
BMC  type  I  of  William  II.  A  few  lines  lower  he  infers  that  among  them  are  “Aldstan” 
who  is  presumably  Aistan,  and  Lifinc  whose  absence  from  types  II  and  III  but  not 
from  type  I  is  the  subject  of  comment.  Brooke,  however,  lists  five  moneyers  without 
Lifinc — Aistan,  Edwine,  Godwine,  Liafwold  and  Sprteclinc — and  we  have  seen  that 
the  Swedish  hoards  enable  us  to  add  Wimund  whom  Mr.  Seaman  himself  postulated 
on  the  basis  of  his  occurrence  in  type  VIII  of  William  I  and  type  II  of  William  II. 
In  other  words,  Mr.  Seaman  had  his  “college”  of  six  moneyers  without  introducing 
Lifinc,  and,  as  we  have  seen,  the  only  way  that  Lifinc  can  be  interpolated  is  by 
supposing  that  Liafwold  was  replaced  by  Edwine  during  the  type’s  currency.  For 
the  present  this  remains  a  possibility,  but  it  is  not  quite  what  Mr.  Seaman’s 
penultimate  paragraph  purports  to  argue. 

There  are  one  or  two  other  places,  too,  where  the  note  under  discussion  may 
perhaps  be  faulted.  Already  mentioned  has  been  the  moneyer  “Aedstan”  who  seems 
to  be  the  same  as  Brooke’s  Aistan.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Mr.  Seaman  will  explain 
why  he  has  chosen  this  most  interesting  normalization.  The  spelling  on  the  coins  is 
fairly  consistently  astan,  and  the  present  writer  knows  no  spelling  with  ‘d’  as  the 
first  consonant  after  the  initial  digraph.  He  feels,  too,  that  most  specialists  in  the 
personal  names  of  the  period  would  have  avoided  normalization,  or  if  driven  to  it 
plumped  for  Aithelstan.  This  is  not  to  say  that  Eadstan  could  not  possibly  have 
produced  Aistan  by  way  of  Aidstan,  but  the  substitution  of  /Ed-  for  Ead-  or  Ed-  at 
this  period  is  so  sporadic  that  to  aduce  it  without  any  indication  of  the  evidence 
must  seem  unfortunate.  It  may  even  be  thought,  moreover,  that  the  attested  spelling 
algstan  ( BMC  William  I  type  VII,  no.  480)  in  itself  constitutes  a  fatal  objection  to 
the  hypothesis  of  an  Ead-  prototheme.  A  little  later,  too,  Mr.  Seaman  claims  that 
“Aedstan  commenced  work  at  the  mint  in  about  1080  and  worked  through  to  the 
early  part  of  Henry’s  reign”.  Again  one  would  like  the  evidence.  Mr.  Seaman  seems 
to  be  following  Brooke  when  he  cites  three  moneyers  in  BMC  types  III  and  IV  of 
William  II  and  two  in  type  V,  and  these  are  presumably  Aldwine,  Edwine  and 
Godwine  in  type  III,  Godwine,  his  Lifinc  and  Wimund  in  type  IV,  and  Godwine 
and  Lifinc  in  type  V.  Brooke  does  not  give  Aistan  as  a  late  moneyer  of  William  II, 
and  Mr.  Seaman  does  not  give  us  North’s  evidence  for  Aistan  being  a  moneyer  of 
Henry  I,  evidence  worth  citing  surely  since  it  was  unknown  to  Brooke.  Since, 
however,  there  had  been  an  Ai(thel)stan  at  the  Winchester  mint  in  the  reigns  of 
Eadgar,  Aithelraed  II,  Cnut,  Harold  I  and  Edward  the  Confessor,  and  since,  in 
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Mr.  Seaman’s  own  words,  “the  position  of  moneyer  was  hereditary,  generally 
passing  from  father  to  son  or  from  uncle  to  nephew  and  names  were  used  several 
times  in  many  families”,  it  could  be  thought  that  Mr.  Seaman  has  been  perhaps 
just  a  little  too  quick  to  fill  in  types  which  individual  moneyers  may  be  presumed  to 
have  struck.  It  may  be  objected,  too,  that  on  their  coins  moneyers  of  the  same  name 
are  not  normally  differentiated  except  when  happening  to  strike  contemporaneously, 
and  perhaps  not  always  then,  so  that  it  does  seem  fair  to  ask  Mr.  Seaman  how  he  can 
be  so  certain  that  a  father  is  not  followed  by  a  homonymous  son — or  grandson  or 
nephew — even  within  the  currency  of  a  type.  It  is  only  because  of  the  Beauworth 
hoard,  after  all,  that  we  can  be  reasonably  certain  that  the  division  at  Dover  between 
the  coins  of  Manwine  major  and  those  of  Manwine  minor  falls  somewhere  late  in  the 
reign  of  William  I,  and  to  this  day  it  is  arguable  if  we  should  not  also  postulate  a 
Manwine  minimus,  and  if  so  where  he  takes  over  from  his  predecessor.  Between  them 
the  two  or  possibly  three  generations  span  a  period  of  seventy  years. 

A  final  point.  Mr.  Seaman  writes  “The  head  of  the  mint  in  William  the 
Conqueror’s  time  was  Otto  the  Goldsmith  and  he  also  served  Rufus  and,  for  a 
year  or  so,  Henry  I.”  From  the  context  it  would  be  pardonable  to  suppose  that 
Winchester  is  the  mint  intended,  but  one  is  reluctant  to  believe  that  this  is  what 
Mr.  Seaman  really  meant,  though  as  it  happens  Winchester  is  the  one  mint  where 
we  know  that  one  of  the  moneyers  enjoyed  a  primacy,  cf.  the  W ’ inton  Domesday 
reference  to  a  tre  magister  monetariorum.  What  the  present  writer  .would  like  to 
know  is  what  evidence  Mr.  Seaman  has  for  his  novel  claim  that  the  aurifaber  Otto 
under  William  I  was  “head  of  the  mint”.  Throughout  its  history  what  is  now  the 
Royal  Mint  has  jealously  kept  separate  the  offices  of  Master  and  Engraver,  and 
Brooke  was  very  careful,  in  1932  as  in  1916,  to  avoid  saying  that  Otto  was  even 
cuneator  as  early  as  the  reign  of  William  I.  Since,  too,  it  is  to  London  that  moneyers 
were  sending  for  their  dies  at  the  time  of  the  Norman  Conquest,  it  is  the  London 
mint  with  which  the  historian  would  expect  Mr.  Seaman’s  “Otto  the  Goldsmith” 
to  be  associated.  Clearly,  though,  Mr.  Seaman  has  come  across  evidence  completely 
unknown  to  Brooke  and  to  Craig — for  example  the  authority  for  the  remarkable 
statement  that  “Otto’s  son,  Otto  Fitz  Otto,  was  appointed  to  his  father’s  position  in 
1101  and  remained  in  office  for  30  years”.  The  1101  date  seems  just  possible  to 
reconcile  with  existing  information,  but  it  will  be  interesting  to  see  where  Ruding 
erred  when  he  interpreted  two  complementary  but  quite  distinct  documents  as 
inferring  that  it  was  at  some  date  after  1108  and  before  the  summer  of  1118  at  the 
very  latest  that  Otto  Fitz  Otto  was  succeeded  by  William  Fitz  Otto.  Both  men, 
incidentally,  figure  in  royal  instructions  addressed  to  bishops  of  London,  and  the 
present  writer  for  one  will  be  surprised  if  Mr.  Seaman  does  not  confirm  that  by  the 
term  “head  of  the  mint”  he  intended  to  convey  that  Otto  held  a  metropolitan  office 
broadly  corresponding  to  that  of  the  later  mediaeval  “Master  of  the  Mint”  rather 
than  that  he  was  merely  some  sort  of  primus  inter  pares  among  the  moneyers  of 
Winchester.  It  seems  inconceivable  that  Winchester’s  Norman  magister  monetariorum 
would  not  have  struck — his  tre  precursor  had  done  so — and  the  fact  remains 
that  we  have  no  Norman  coin  of  any  mint  on  which  there  appears  the  name  of  an 
Otto.  The  sooner,  then,  that  Mr.  Seaman  can  detail  his  new  evidence,  the  deeper 
will  be  the  gratitude  of  every  student  of  late  Anglo-Saxon  and  Norman  coinage.

This,  of  course,  is  unavoidable  and  Brig.  Johnson’s  work  has  much  to  commend  it  ;  it  is 
very  readable,  and  the  reviewer  particularly  liked  the  appendices,  which  give  information  on 
coin  values,  engraved  initials  and  other  subjects  not  usually  covered  by  a  book  of  this  type. 

The  author  has  confined  himself  to  the  British  coinage,  dealt  with  under  ten  sections — it 
seems  a  pity  that  some  reigns,  e.g.  William  and  Mary  are  very  sketchily  considered.  He  also 
gives  much  good  advice  to  the  beginner-collector,  but  the  general  impression  of  the  work  is 
marred  by  very  poor  plates,  and  by  a  large  number  of  ambiguous  and  incorrect  statements. 
The  reader  who  wishes  to  know  the  difference  between  the  terms  “Proof”  and  “Pattern”  must 
surely  end  up  even  more  confused  by  the  following,  relating  to  “Proof”,  on  p.  32,  “Its  correct 
use  is  to  indicate  a  coin  struck  from  new  dies ,  not  for  circulation  but  for  record ,  as  a  pattern  .  .  . 
Some  are  early  examples  of  an  issue  that  was  proposed  and  then  abandoned ”.  (The  italics  are 
mine).  The  idea  of  blocks  illustrating  grading  is  basically  good,  but  only  if  the  plates  are  of  high 
quality — on  plate  9  V.F.  appears  better  than  E.F. ! 

I  noticed  also  the  following  bad  mistakes  relating  to  illustrations  (particularly  unfortunate 
in  a  book  for  beginners).  Plate  10.  There  are  young  head  halfcrowns,  not  “Bun  pennies”. 
Plate  30.  A  Sixpence,  not,  as  stated,  a  “Groat”  of  the  Commonwealth  (!).  Plate  32.  A  Vigo  2/6, 
not  a  Crown.  Plate  23.  The  illustration  (Edward  III  Penny)  is  inverted. 

To  sum  up,  this  is  a  readable  book  whose  usefulness  to  the  beginner  has  been  rather  spoilt 
by  poor  plates  and  obvious  errors. — P.A.R.

Royal  Num.  Soc.  Ordinary  Meeting,  15  October, 
1968,  Mr.  D.  F.  Allen,  President,  in  the  Chair.  Dr.  C.  M. 
Kraay  read  a  paper  on  “The  Demareteion  and  Sicilian 
Chronology”.  According  to  Diodorus  the  Demareteion 
was  struck  soon  after  the  battle  of  Himera  in  480,  and 
weighed  ten  Attic  drachmas;  it  has  therefore  long  been 
identified  with  the  first  Syracusan  decadrachm  which, 
apparently  securely  dated  to  480/479,  has  thus  become  a 
key  point  for  the  fifth  century  numismatic  chronology  of 
Sicily.  This  identification,  however,  yields  a  chronology 
for  Syracuse  and  associated  mints  which  involves 
serious  historical  improbabilities.  By  reducing  the  date 
of  the  decadrachm  to  about  465/60,  a  more  plausible 
chronological  distribution  of  Syracusan  coinages 
emerges,  in  which  the  “new”  type  with  dolphins  is 
identified  as  Gelon’s  coinage  from  his  new  capital  at 
Syracuse,  starting  on  a  small  scale  in  485  and  increasing 
to  a  flood  only  after  480.  About  this  time  or  shortly 
before  derivative  coinages  were  initiated  at  Leontini  and 
Gela.  The  record  of  hoards  and  overstrikes  shows  that  a 
similar  reduction  of  fifteen  to  twenty  years  in  Syracusan 
dates  is  required  for  the  rest  of  the  fifth  century  down 
to  about  425.  The  dates  of  other  issues,  stylistically 
related  to  those  of  Syracuse,  will  have  to  be  reduced 
likewise.
